The: Peking Gazette of the Ist April 
contains an edict appointing, Wu Tsan- 
chéng to being Director. General of ‘the 
Foochow Arsenal, This is the official who, 
according to Tientsin bunders, was to 
replace Kwo Sung-tao on the mission to 
England. But, so far as we can under- 
atand, it is ot’Kwo who is likely to be 
withdrawn from the mission, but his junior 
colleague Han, who is talked of as likely 
to become Customs Taotai at Tientsin ; the 
present Taotai, Li, being implicated in 
some Formosa difficulty, : 

A Naval Oourt was held on the 7th inst, 
to enquire into the loss of the barque 


--1 Annie Mabel, on the 26th ulto. The Court 


held that the Captain was to blame for not 
having kept tha ship on the port tack, in 
her then position, while the tide was 
ranuing flood ; and that she was lost on a 
known danger through an error -in judg- 
ment on hia part in not allowing for the 
strong floud tide. Taking all the oircum-, 
stances into consideration, however, they 
felt justified in takiog a lenient view of his 
conduct, and returned him his certificate 
with « censure for his error. ‘ 

The Peking Gasettes of the 2nd and 24th 
March throw some. light upon Soe, ace 
in Kwaugsi, which is said to have cause 
some anxiety to the Imperial Government. 
A memorisl from the Governor, . pnblished 
under the former date, stated that a num- 
ber of nborigines who had heretofore been 
under the rule of an malaga J magistrate, 
had petitioned that they night be placed 
on the same footing with other inhabitants 
‘of the’ Empire, in order to relieve them 
from the troubles which had arisen from 
disputed succession.
